Farther 
detalle of the ^aatnictlon wrought by 
the hurricane hare been received by 
aaU and pasaentera on incoming 
tr^aa. The steamer Inchulva, of Liv- 
erpSbl. owned bjr the Inch Bllpi^ 
Co., from Oaiveston, lumber knh cottttn 
need meal, for Hampton Roads, went 
ashore near Boynton Friday night. 
The ship's steering gear brolce and she 
floated at will, striking the beach with 
great force and breaking Into three 
pieces. The captain, mates and 14 of 
the crew were saved. Nine were 
drowned, among thorn the engineer. 
The small boat with Ave men was bat- 
tered to pieces by the waves and its 
occuaanta drowned. The schooner 
Mirraa T. Thomas, lio ions, Capt. 
Watts, cargo of lumber from Apala- 
thiccla for Baltimore, was wrecl<od 
nine miles wuth of Jupiter. The 
«cboher is split in half. The crew 
were all saved. 

Orunbeta* opera house at Palm 
Beach was partly unroofed, as were 
eight other business blocltB, which 
were also damaged in other ways. 
All the boats on the l.Ake Worth water 
front excepting three were wrecked 
and sunk. 

Two lives were lost ia Taapa by 
the storm. Louis Baroh. a cigarmaker 
who was struck by thf falling coinlce 
of a building, died the next day. T. 
Y. Hunnicutt, a motorman, met his 
death near the Cuesta Rey cigar fac- 
tory in West Tampa. He received a 
shock from a live wire which proved 
fatal. In Ybor City several factories 
were badly damaged. The propei4y 
loss at Tampa will reach $30,000. 

It Is estimated that half of the oi^ 
anie crop has been cut off arouod 
Taaipa and one-fourth of the east 
qoast. There are no wires south of 
Tampa and trains are delayed. What 
has happened at Punta Oorda. Punta 
Russa and Myers Is not known. It Is 
reported that Punta Russa has hren 
completely washed away, but no com- 
munication with the place has yet 
been possible. 

Owing to the timely warning of the 
wf ather bureau all shipping remained 
In the harbor after Fiday morning. It 
is feared that the schooner Evt J. 
Sbenton. which sailed for New Orleans 
early IVlday, haa heen lost. Much ap- 
prehension Is also felt for the steam- 
ship Johnstone, which is reported to 
have sailed from Mobile for Tampa 
last Friday. 

Middle and West Florida are entire- 
ly cut off from the outside world. A 
train which left here Monday morning 
for River Junction could get no further 
than Greenville. There is no wire 
connection beyond Drifton. Both 
these places are approximately 100

Ix>ndon, Sept. 15. — The Important 
note sent by Bulgaria to the powers 
declaring that unless the latter inter- 
vened in Macedonia Bulgaria will be 
forced to take auch measures as she 
may deem aeoeiMNirt, la field to be a 
prelude to the noblllsatton of the Bul- 
garian army unless Europe exerts her- 
self in some way to prevent a conflict. 
There is probably some connection be- 
tween this eventuality and the decis- 
ion of the revolutionists to revert to 
guerilla tactics which may be in order 
to reserve their resources for eoK^pera- 
tion with Bulgaria. 

It Is announced in Sofia that Prince 
Ferdinand will return to the Bulga- 
rian capital from Euxinograd in a few 
days when the government will take 
some decisive steps. 

The Daily Mall understands that 
the British cabinet Monday resolved 
on naval cooperation with the pow- 
ers in near eastern waters, and that 
British warships will shortly appear at 
Salonlca.

An Athens dispatcb announces that 
Preteler Ralli has formulated a de- 
mand for the punishment of the Turk- 
ish leaders responsible for the pillage 
of the Greek villages in Macedonia 
and the murder of their Inhabitants.

These bunds were all bnutrht at tbe 
most advaotagenufl rates for tha State— 
and at price; which earned for the State 
a better investment than oar money does 
when placed at the regular interest in 
the Sute depoeitoriea. During tha last 
three years of tbe Itepublican adminis- 
tration they had tha highaat tax rate we 
hava aver paid, except In one inatance 
man* yeara ago, whan it waa tha aame, 
in addition to theit doubling tha debt of 
tha Suta. In 18»7 thny raised the rate 
of taxation from 4-lh cents to 52} cents on 
tbe one handred dollars, bat thav pro- 
vided in tbe law tbat at the end of three 
tbia tax rate should fall 5 cents, or 
radQoed from 621 to 47}.

Eraaent rate, bnt I am happy to aay, tbat 
y reason of tbe prudence, economy and 
basineas-like mansKement of the Demo- 
cratic State olliciain it will be popnible for 
the (teneral Apsembly next winter to 
either materially reiluce the present rate, 
or to BO apportion it in tbe interest of tbe 
school fund that thereafter it will be pos- 
sible, without additional taxation, to vive 
a seven months' public school term in- 
stead of a five months' term, as now. 
Tbie I believe would be a wipe policy, 
and it is made possible by the financial 
management of the present Democratic 
State ofbcialfl. And yet Mr. Belknap 
talks about giving the State a "businens" 
administration! But we shall pay our 
respects to bim on tbat subject later on. 
With all oar dahta and claims paid there 
will be in the State Treasury on tbe 1st 
of next Jannary nearly $1,600,000. Tbe 
largest showing ever before made in tbe 
State. There is not a State in the union 
whose fiscal affaira can make a better 
showing than onra.

The editor of tbe Ledger has evidently 
gotten hold of a garbled report of Govar- 
Qor Bfckham'a apaach. We can't believe 
Br'er Davia would intentionally make 
such a glaring misrepresentation, as be 
paraiata in palming off on hia raadera. 
And yat it had baan repeatedly publiabad, 
even before Governor Beckham's speech, 
that the present State administration 
bad paid oA all tha ootatanding dabt as- 
cept f;^*>,000. In view of all these facts 
it is inexcusable in tbe Ledger to per- 
sist in pnbliabing that thara yat ramains 
a dabt of IBOOXNn to ba paid.

number of votes to aac«ra tta adoption. 

The amendment ia purely a non par- 
tisan measure, vitally affecting the in- 
terests of all citUena of the aUtfv no 
matter what their party afllltatlona or 
ot^cupatlons msy be. or where their 
places of residence are situated. 

The benefleial effects which wilt fol- 
low the a.loptlon of the aTnonimcnt 
are so vnat that they can hardly be 
estimated. Tha Ovil that will reaiAt. 
If by any chance the amendment 
ahould fall of adoption, will be disas- 
trous in the extreme to the best In- 
tereata ot tha atata. . 

The adoption of the amendment wl" 
not change la the least tbe present sys- 
tem ot taxation in Kentucky tor atate 
and county purposes, as It applies only 
to taxea levied by citlea and towna tor 
their own local purpoaaa. 

Tha manfacturara. marehanta and 
financial institutions In the cities and 
towns of our state are now tremen- 
donaly handicapped in competing with 
those In other states by the provision 
ot our atata constitution which re- 
Quiraa (ha aama ad valorem taxes to 
ba levied on all ^raonal property 
by cities and towns, for their local 
purposes, as is levied by them on real 
aatata within their boundariea. 

ThIa provision does not exist In oth 
ar states which the competitors of 
our manutacturera, marehanta ant* 
flnaaciai laatltutlona are located, so 
that otir people In these lines of biinl- 
ness are at a great disadvantage in

not possess anything like our natural 
advantages, hut la which taxation ia 
not nearly >io burdaaaome and onaroua 
aa In Kentucky. 

The provlalon of our Conatltutlon 
which the amendment, after its adop- 
tion, will cure, also operates to drive 
capital from our midst, and compels 
that which remalna with ua to charge 
us higher Interest ratea when we bor- 
row money than wa would bave t*^ 
pay it money uaad in hanking and 
financial operations was not taxed so 
exorbitantly (or municipal purposes.
